New, due to the fact that our page didn't appear last month, 
we're somewhat late in reporting details of "Trips" which some 
of you have been involved in. So I'm going to try to bring you 
up to date this month, 

Classes 1 and 11 visited Slimbridge in April, while in May 
Class 1V went to London again - this time to visit the Science 
Museum,.Class 111 and then Class 1 also visited Hazelborough 
Forest, just outside Brackley. 

So let's take them in that order -— with JOANNA CLARK's (Class 
11) report on Slimbridge:- 

When we went to Slimbridge we saw some Flamingos. Some were 
pecking at grey pools. That's their food. It's got carrot 
extract in it to give them their colour. In the wild they 
would eat © cimrtuso give them their colour. Ducks can lay 
eight to fourteen eggs. A male duck is a lot brighter than a 
female duck. <A female is brown so that she can go on her nest 
without anyone seeing her. A male goose looks the same as a 
female because both of them look after the young. Ducks preen 
their feathers. They have a little tube in their tails and 
they rub all the oil over themselves, At Slimbridge there are 
270 different water-birds, 

Now DANIEL HOLMES (Class 1V) with some of his thoughts follow-— 
his visit to the Science Museum:- 

As J walked into the Space Area I thought one of the astron-— 
auts was real. It was only a wax mo:.del of an astonaut on 

the moon, but he looked so realistic. We saw the Command 
Module which went to the Moon and back. I thought how much 
money itv must take to get a rocket to the moon — when all that 
comes back is the Command Module, wtile the rest gets lost in 
the sea, in tne ctmosphere or smashes to smithereens on the 
ground, lt wondered what they ate? Well, in the Command Module 
in Space you can't eat with a knife and fork as the food would 
fly everywhere. ¢° in space the food is mixed with water & 
squeezed into the mouth from a tube, and you have to drink 
through a tube too, Apollo 10 was the practice run —- like a 
rehearsal for a play ~— but Apollo 11 carried Neil Armstrong, 
Michael Collins and Buzz Aldrin to the Moon. Only Armstrong 
and Aldrin set foot on the Moon. Collins stayed in orbit, ready 
to pick them up. 

Off ta the woods now and LOUISE cUSE (5 years —- Class 1) 
Shares her memories with us:;- 

We went to Hazgelborough Forest. I loved the bluebells best, 
We saw cuckoo flowers everywhere. The bluebells looked like 

a river of blue, flowing around the beech trees. We saw fir 
cones and dead needles lying on the ground. We saw some lovely 
yellow primroses, 

Finally, HANNAH THOMPSON (Class 3) gives us a few more facts 
and figures regarding the forest:- 

The to -l area of the forest is 2,830 acres, In 1229 it had 
covered 20,000 acres and in 1787 it had been used as a Royal 
Hunting Forest. 

The school trail is 2 km. long and has 12 stopping places. 

You can see Corsican Pine, Norway Spruce, Beech, Oak and many 
other trees. In this forest you can see a lot more er eat, 


_— 
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such as butterflies sand animal tracks. We could see pine needles 
all over the forest floor. 

Along the trail we stopped to do bark rubbing and to 
“measure the height and girth of some of the trees. I liked the 
way the rides separated the forest into sections. I'm afraid 
spece in the News is rather limited this month, but I hope these 
four brief reports have perhaps tempted you to visit some of the 
places yourselves. See your next month.
